This office begs to acknowledze for Mr. McDougall 
Hawkes receipt of the Prize of Wales medal,which we pre- 
sume is in silver, although we do not find th word “Sterling” 
stamped on it. In the box is a litile tag with the number 3 
on it, which we find also on the medal; we assume that this 
is the third strike. Mr. Hawkes will have much pleasure in 
presenting this medal to the Department of Numismatic of the 
Museum of French Art, of which Mr. Edward T. Newell, your 
president, is a most valued Curator. 


We have been instructed by Mr. Hawkes to ask you if 
you will be good enough to note that he would prefer that all 
meduls be sent to him withou, being sand blasted. Mr. J. San- 
ford Saltus gave to the Instute for presentation to the late 
Mr. de Billy, a copy of the Joan of Arc medal before it had 
been ruined by being sand blasted, and it was very much ad- 
mired for its surface by those who were able to note the 
difference and make a comparison between the twoe The present 
fashion of sandblasting medals is most unfortunate, as it 
destroys the delicacy of the modeling, the sharpness of the 
lines, and makes silver look as if it were nickle or some other 
base alloy.
